Since. the. widespread nematode Infestation of Winter 1951-32, If you 
weep your plants setting on a common sand or gravel bed, it is a wise precaution to saturate the bed at Intervals with Lindane 
solution; then if one infected plant should slip by you, hématodes washed from it In. watering cannot infect other plants s setting 
on-the same bed: the nematcdes wil! be killed as soon as they reach ‘the Lindane saturated sand. 

ZINC METAL STAKES ic each. Foliage has a tendency to curve about uptight stakes, such as wood or plastic, spoiling the lovely 
symmetry of the plant. Use metal stakes and bend them down over the edge of the pot out of the way. To clean zinc metal 
stakes for re-use, soak in vinegar 30 min. to oxidize and “Joosen’”. writing}. scour; (which Soe will make a too-slick surface 
to write on, SO—) drop in vinegar again for 20 min. or so, which will oxidize the metal enough to make @ nice writing surface.
